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Passion for helping poor inspires annual event 


Pasion de 
Esperanza, or 
Passion of Hope, 
raises money to 
support Wells of 
Hope and the poor 
of Guatemala

Wells of Hope, a chari¬ 
ty organization passion¬ 
ate about improving con¬ 
ditions for the poor of 
Guatemala, has a perma¬ 
nent, year-round base 
dubbed Campo 

Esperanza, the Camp of 
Hope, home for part of 


the year to Ted van der 
Zalm and his wife 
Miriam. 

They have been drill¬ 
ing wells and building 
schools in Guatemala 
since 2004, supported by 
a team of volunteers. 

Pasidn de Esperanza, 
or Passion of Hope, is the 
new name for a popular 
annual event that helps to 
raise money to support 
the work of Wells of Hope 
and the van der Zalms. 

From the early days of 
digging wells by hand 
with a pick to the $1.3 
million rig purchased 
specifically to get through 
1,200 feet of hard rock, 
local fundraising efforts 
have helped to provide 
clean drinking water for

more than 30,000 
Guatemalans, the health 
of those who have been 
aided is greatly improved, 
and women are relieved 
of the time-consuming, 
endless search for water, 
which is now available to 
allow small vegetable gar¬ 
dens all year around. 

Pasion de Esperanza 
will help pay off the 
remaining $260,000 por¬ 
tion of the drilling rig, 
which Wells of Hope 
director Scott Maxwell 
will be fully paid off by 
next spring. 

The event will also help 
pay for two more wells 


and two more schools to 
be built from this coming 
November until their sea¬ 
son ends in May with the 
rainy season. 

That’s about the rate 
the work has been pro¬ 
gressing at in recent years, 
says Maxwell, with 13 
wells and 13 schools com¬ 
pleted to date.

The construction of 
schools, he explains, is 
now down with plastic 
bottles filled with non- 
biodegradeable garbage, 
and allows people of 
Guatemala to dispose of 
garbage safely and envi¬ 
ronmentally, and become 
more involved in the 
building of their schools. 

Each school takes 6,000 
to 8,000 bottles, depend¬ 
ing on their size. 

Schools are usually 
three rooms, with a kitch¬ 
en and three-stall wash¬ 
room. Bottles are cement¬ 
ed in after wire mesh 
holds them in place, says 
Maxwell. 


With its permanent 
camp, Wells of Hope has 
also grown, and now has 
volunteers teaching cook¬ 
ing and basic hygiene. 
Doctors and dentists have 
travelled to Guatemala 
with Wells of Hope to pro¬ 
vide medical and dental 
assistance. 

Much of this has been 
accomplished with the 
help of The NOTL Rotary 
Club, which supported 
the van der Zalms from 
their early days in 
Guatemala, and the annu¬ 
al Passion event, which 
the Rotary Club estab¬ 
lished and has now hand¬ 
ed over to Wells of Hope. 

While it’s the fourth 
Passion event, it’s the sec¬ 


ond to raise funds for 
Wells of Hope. 

Pasidn de Esperanza, 
to be held at Mori Gardens 
Friday, July 26, beginning 
at 6:30 p.m., brings 

together local wineries, 
micro breweries, restau¬ 
rants and musicians to 
offer an evening of fun, 
and helps fund the work 
of Wells of Hope. 

A market of 
Guatemalan goods, with 

arts, crafts and jewelry 
will be set up. Also meet 
Tanya Memme and 
Charlie Frattini of Sell 
This House on A&E. 

This year, the event 
will include dancing to 
Sandy Vine and the

Resident 
seeking 
action on 
eyesore 

We have been living on 
Victoria Street since August 
2004 and we were advised 
originally that the land 
across from us was slated 
for a seniors residence. 

After a failed attempt by 
a St Catharines developer 
to construct a three-storey 
residence, the land was 
sold to a company that 
builds and manages resi¬ 
dences for seniors. 

A number of public 
meetings were held with 
much discussion on the 
size of the apartment build¬ 
ing, and single homes 
around the periphery of the 

This particular develop¬ 


ment has taken three years 
to come to fruition, and we 
were pleased when initial 
work began in January of 
this year, with the laying 
down of sewerage, water 
and other utilities for the 
main building and 20 hous- 

Initial construction was 
supposed to commence in 
April, but we have since 
learned that this has now 
been ‘delayed’ for 12 
months. A huge mountain 
of earth has been left on the 
Victoria St. side of the site, 
which we were told would 
be used for landscaping 
around the main apartment 
building. A portable site 
office was hauled in and left 
on the Victoria St. side also. 

The condition of 
Victoria, Anne, and Gate 
Streets around the site is 
deplorable with narrowed 
lanes and potholes. Public 
Works department of the 
town has advised that no 


repaving will be done until 
the whole project has been 
completed. So we residents 
are left with this eyesore to 
look out upon for another 
two to three years. 

What is the developer 
going to do? Probably noth¬ 
ing; in the meantime the 
mountain of earth is totally 
covered with weeds and 
bushes and the main site is 
a quagmire of standing 
pools of water which is a 
breeding ground for mos¬ 
quitoes. 

What is the city doing 
about it? Also probably 
nothing, but the least they 
can do is to put pressure on 
the contractor to clean up 
the site. After all, Anne and 
John Sts are main thor¬ 
oughfares used by tourists 
to enter the town. What a 
wonderful example of the 
‘prettiest’ town in Ontario. 

I have been led to 
believe that we are techni¬ 
cally part of the Old Town,

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Country lane now improved road

After years of debate, the 
transformation of one of the 
oldest country lanes in 
Canada to a road that meets 
municipal standards is com¬ 
plete. 

Some Queenston resi¬ 
dents were initially unhappy 
about what they saw as a 
loss of an important element 
of their historic village, and 
there were attempts to con¬ 
vince the council of Niagara- 
on-the-Lake the lane should 
be left untouched. 

But when Jonathan Fast 
bought a property on Dee 
Rd. 12 years ago, his request 
for severances to create 
three lots ended with an 
Ontario Municipal Board 
hearing that said he could 
have only one lot, and to 
build on it would have to 
improve Dee Rd. 

The Town had agreed 


with his request for the three 
lots, he says—it was the 
Region’s objections that sent 
the issue to the OMB. 

Fast, a local realtor who 
wanted to build a dream 
home for his wife Kathy and 
their family, has since part¬ 
nered with the Town, and at 
considerable expense to 
himself—he had to pay 70 % 
of the cost for a public thor¬ 
oughfare—believes the Dee 
Rd. of today, connecting the 
Niagara River Parkway with 
the village of Queenston, 
has retained the historic, 
rural ambiance that some 
residents feared would be 
destroyed. 

The road is now six 
metres wide, enough for two 
cars to pass, and it has a tar 
and chip finish—which has 
a much more rural feel to it 
than asphalt—to bring it up 
to the municipal standards 
for rural roads. It also has 
the same lush, mature trees 
that graced the road before

“The work had to be done 
gingerly, to save the trees. 
That was a big part of the 
discussion,” says Fast. 

“There was a lot of dis¬ 
cussion with the Town. They 
were excellent, really very 
helpful.” 

He is delighted with the 
result, and has since 
received permission to

of the outdoor mall at 
Glendale, that when the mall 
opens, planned for May 2014, 
it will include a hub for buses 
similar to the Pen Centre in 
St. Catharines. As long as the 
Region continues an inter¬ 
municipal service, that hub 
could be the solution for 
NOTL residents wishing to 
travel to other comers of the 
region, Eke says. 

Two years into a three- 
year pilot project, the Region 
is now looking at options for 
the future of their inter-mu¬ 
nicipal bus service. 

Eke was at a regional 
round-table meeting

Regional councillors 
heard from traffic consultant 
Doug Allingham that in 
Waterloo, Durham and York 
Regions, also two-tier regions, 
ridership increased after they 
amalgamated their transit 
systems, suggesting the same 
could occur in Niagara. 

But the populations of 
those regions are different, 
and there was no discussion 
about how much the transit 
systems cost the regions to 
run, said Eke.

There’s plenty to like 
in the play's top half, 
especially the delightful 
O’Connell who finally 
gets to be funny after 
years playing dangerous 
divas at Shaw.

Which doesn't dimin¬ 


ish fine performances 
from the radiant McLean 
as a lonely, promiscuous 
widower and Belleville as 
the cantankerous senior 
resistant to Italy's 
charms. 

There’s also fine work 
from Sharry Flett as the 
sassy Italian housekeep¬ 
er and new Shaw heart- 
throb Kevin McGarry as 
the villa owner who rents 
his place out, then con¬ 
veniently shows up for 
everyone to swoon over. 


Top to bottom, it’s one 
of the best casts at Shaw 
this season. 

They’re good enough 
to overcome the trite tidi¬ 
ness of it all, as everyone 
gets a happy ending and 
confetti literally falls 
upon the stage.

A transit system of the future could 
be run by an agency, an commission or 
a private corporation, said Eke, but 
what is most important is a system that 
is consistent, on time, and that gets 
people from A to B. 

Although there was talk of amal¬ 
gamating the system, the Region has 
no mandate to be in the business of 
transit, said Eke. He believes the best 
solution includes the larger munici¬ 
palities, Niagara Falls, St. Catharines 
and Welland, working together with 
common hubs, and the smaller munic¬ 
ipalities such as NOTL controlling their 
own systems to suit the needs of their 
residents. 

He would also like to see the Region 
look at other methods of financing. At 
the moment, smaller municipalities 
such as NOTL contribute but get no 
benefit. It costs NOTL $160,000 a year 
for a service it can’t access, he says. 

“These are some of the key deci¬ 
sions that need to be made." 

But before then, "we need more 
information, such as ridership and 
costs, before we make an informed 
decision. What we heard was a great 
philosophical discussion about pro¬ 
viding transit, but what we need to 
know is how do we implement it, how 
do we pay for it, is there a need and 
how do we make sure we’re meeting 
that need.” 

He’s also like to see the Region work 
with the province and look at the Go 
system and how it could connect with 
local transit. “We need to look at the 
big picture and how best to serve our 
residents.” 

A full transit report from the consul¬ 
tant is expected to be discussed by 
regional councillors in September.

ciation that finds homes 
for strays, she learned the 
problem is so huge, with 
foster homes so over¬ 
taxed, she became a 
woman with a cause. 

She still has two of the 
seven kittens, now three 
months old, and the 
mother. She is hoping for 
permanent homes for the 
three, but she knows that 
is just a drop in the bucket 
compared to the cats and 
kittens the Animal 
Assistance Society needs 

And that’s just one of 
two local not-profit, regis¬ 
tered charities helping 
abandoned cats in 


Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

It’s kitten season, vol¬ 
unteers are swamped, and 
there are not enough fos¬ 
ter homes to take them in, 
nor is there enough money 
to spay or neuter and pro¬ 
vide health care for them 
all, she says. 

Buchkowsky learned 
about Animal Assistance 
when she was directed to 
Marian, the NOTL contact 
for two regional associa- 

Marian, she says, is the 
real hero of the story, but 
doesn’t want her last name 
used.

Buchkowsky is just begin¬ 
ning to understand the depth 
of the problem with home¬ 
less cats, some feral, but 
many pets whose owners 
decide they can no longer 
afford or care for. 

She says she finds the 
scope of the problem over¬ 
whelming, but is moved to 
do what she can to help. 

Animal Assistance looks 
for safe, loving homes for 
cats who are socialized and 
can be adopted, and makes 


sure they are seen by a vet¬ 
erinarian, given any medica¬ 
tion they are needed, and 
spayed or neutered when 
they are put up for adoption. 

The cost is covered by 
donations from the public, 
fundraisers, a recent $2,000 
donation from Pet Valu in 
Virgil, and a $100 adoption 
fee that goes toward having 
each cat dewormed, deflead, 
vaccinated, neutered or 
spayed, and micro-chipped. 
It also includes at least 30 
days of pet health coverage. 

Cats that are too wild to 


be adopted are spayed or 
neutered and released. 

In the case of Mama 
Carrie, Felix and Oscar, the 
funding wouldn’t stretch to 
covering all costs, so 
Buchkowsky is paying for 
some of it herself, hoping 
they will find loving, perma¬ 
nent homes. 

She loves them to bits— 
her former cat-free home 
now includes a cat condo 
and many other toys to spoil 
the babies—and it will break 
her heart to see them go, but 
she and her husband Bob, 


although they are enjoying 
being foster parents, are not 
at a stage in their lives where 
they can take on the contin¬ 
ued care required by pets. 

The need is great for safe, 
permanent homes, she says, 
but also for foster volunteers, 
and donations to help fund 
the care of the cats.

The Niagara College 
Teaching Brewery is 
Canada’s first and only 
teaching brewery, and a 
practical learning environ¬ 
ment for students. The 
beer is handcrafted by stu¬ 
dents, and available for 
sale at the Glendale cam¬ 
pus, which offers seasonal 
beers and certified origi¬ 
nals seven days a week 
from 10 to 6 p.m. 

“Having many brewer¬ 
ies in Niagara has the same 
benefit to us as it does for 


the wineries. We want peo¬ 
ple to start recognizing 
Niagara as a beer tourist 
destination,” said Swan. 

The days of “same” brew 
is over, and creating a 
unique brew has become 
increasingly important. 

"We’re up against really 
strong multi-national com¬ 
panies who have huge 
advertising budgets,” said 
Swan. Uniting the local 
breweries helps give them 
a front to help make them 
known. 

“I look at it as a rising 
tide that floats all boats

What started as a small 
group in California has 
grown into an internation¬ 
al organization, with more 
than 3,500 instructors in 40 
countries. 

Niagara-on-the-Lake’s 
Felicia Kostecky is one of 
them. 

The Handicap Scuba 
Association (HSA) will be 
offering its first course in 
Niagara, with Kostecky 
spearheading the pro¬ 
gram. 

The first ever scuba 


instructor and dive buddy 
training course will be held 
July 26 to 28, and Aug. 3, 
putting together a team to 
offering scuba instruction 
to disabled divers in the 
Niagara Region. Once the 
team is together, lessons 
can commence for dis¬ 
abled divers in Niagara. 

“We're really excited for 
this. It opens the door for 
those who have disabilities 
- it brings a new world of 
freedom, exploration and 
activities that they can real¬ 
ly enjoy,” she said. 

Kostecky has been 
involved with diving for 
more than 15 years, and 
says she has really enjoys 


teaching disabled diving. 

“I really love being an 
instructor. It’s really amaz¬ 
ing to watch disabled div¬ 
ers come to life under the 
water, whether they’re 
quadriplegic, paraplegic or 
blind,” she said. 

With sessions being held 
in classrooms at Adventure 
Scuba & Watersports in St. 
Catharines, and continuing 
with underwater training at 
RidleyCollegeandGulliver’s 
Lake, this opens the win¬ 
dow of opportunity to 
those on both sides of the 
border. 

Kostecky said the sup¬ 
port frompeople in Niagara 
has been incredible.

Gatacre, who is the 
founder and president of 
HSA said that because the 
demand for scuba for the 
disabled is so strong the

It was prepared by 
Felicia and will help us 
improve training around 
the world,” he said. 

Both Gatacre and 
Kostecky will be instructing 
at this course.

"It’s really exciting for 
me because in the class¬ 
room, we will be launch¬ 
ing the new standardized 
powerpoint presentation 
that was prepared by me 
and represents about 
three years of develop- 

Kostecky. 

"The presentation 
brings the HSA manual 
and standards to life with 
photos, videos and case 
studies in a platform to 
stimulate discussion and 
involvement with the 


class. Teaching the course 
with the HSA founder, Jim, 
makes it all the more spe¬ 
cial,” she said. 

Kostecky’s love for div¬ 
ing has taken her all over 
the world, where she’s 
been able to experience 
travel from a whole new 
viewpoint. 

She has traveled to both 
Darwin and Wolf Island, 
which is located in the 
Pacific Ocean. Darwin 
Island is the remains of an 
extinct volcano that reach¬ 
es 165 metres above sea 
level. 

“That was a really excit¬ 


ing experience. I dove 
with about 500 sharks at a 
time with no cage,” she 

She has also dived at 
the Great Blue Hole, which 
is a large submarine sink¬ 
hole off the coast of Belize, 
declared on of the top 10 
diving sites in the world 
and a place where divers 
can meet several species 
of fish, including giant 
groupers, nurse sharks, 
and several types of reef 
sharks, such as the 
Caribbean reef shark and 
the blacktip shark. 

“It’s really amazing to 


see the world from a com¬ 
pletely new environment,” 
she said. 

It was Jacques Cousteau 
who made the Great Blue 
Hole a top spot for diving, 
and when Kostecky was 
young she saw a special 
on TV featuring Cousteau 
diving into the Great Blue 
Hole. 

“At that moment I 
decided that diving was 
something I wanted to 
experience when I grew 
up. I dreamed about div¬ 
ing for years and eventu¬ 
ally became a diver. With 
my first breath taken 


underwater in a pool, my 
passion for diving was 
born," she said. 

Despite her worldly 
adventures, teaching oth¬ 
ers brings her the most 
joy. 

“I just really love seeing 
the looks on their faces 
when they make their first 
dive, and how accom¬ 
plished they feel. You can 
really see their full poten¬ 
tial under the water - 
they’re so good,” she said. 

"Every free moment I 
have is spent underwater 
or in the classroom, both 
as a diving student and as 


an instructor, with each 
experience teaching me 
something new about the 
world of diving and how 
to enjoy it.”

Protect home against break-ins 


Despite discussions locally about 
recent break-ins to Niagara-on-the- 
Lake homes, the number of residenc¬ 
es targeted this year is actually down 
from last year. 

Const. Derek Watson of the 
Niagara Regional Police reports an 
analysis of crime in NOTL shows that 
last year, there were 79 break and 
enters reported. 

This includes attempts and thefts 
from locked and unlocked outbuild¬ 
ings, garages and homes, he says. 

The majority of these thefts occur 
during the day, he said, as one couple 
who live on Bay Berry in the Old 
Town discovered, and it appears they 
are not alone. 

The day of the Strawberry Festival, 
held at St. Andrew’s Church mid- 
June, the Bay Berry couple, who don’t 
want their name used, walked to the 
church with their litde dog in the 
morning, and returned early after¬ 
noon to find a man coming out of 
their backyard, wearing a backpack. 
On questioning him, they were told 
he was looking for his dog. 

But when they went in the house, 
they discovered doors open, drawers 
pulled out and emptied. They called 
the police and the man of the house 
went off in his car to find the suspect, 
who was picked up by another man 

The police came quickly and used 
the canine unit to track the suspect 
but lost him when he got into the 

Every drawer, closet and mattress 
throughout the house was over¬ 
turned, pulled out or rifled through. A 
crowbar was used on the back patio 
door, destroying the deadbolt and the 


door. Even with an alarm system, the 
residents were told by police, the 
criminals know they have 10 minutes 
to look for valuables. Although jew¬ 
elry was missing, the couple believe 
they returned too soon and he did 
not take cash, credit cards or silver- 

Since then, other residents have 
repeated similar stories, including a 
couple of members of the Newcomers 
Club, who at their recent meeting 
were warning friends and neighbours 
about break-ins in the area. 

While numbers might indicate 
there are actually fewer break-ins so 
far this year, that doesn't mean resi¬ 
dents shouldn’t be warned of crimi¬ 
nal activity, and given tips to avoid 
being victims, says Watson. 

In looking at die analysis, in some 
cases an unlocked barn was entered 
or a lock was cut off but nothing was 
taken, although that is still classified 
as a break and enter. Chainsaws, 
weed whackers, electric tools and 
bikes were among most popular 
items taken from die barns, sheds 
and garages. 

Jewelry appears to be the target for 
the break and enters into homes, he 

He advises residents to ensure all 
outbuildings are secure, and when 
they leave their home to make sure all 
windows and doors are locked. 

As well, the thieves likely have a 
vehicle parked somewhere close by. 

“Neighbours should be aware of 
any unfamiliar vehicles parked in the 
area and report them to police. 
Keeping an eye out on each others’ 
property is the best way to deter 
thieves,” he says.

Robin Ridesic has 
been making beer at 
home for about five 
years, and when she 
realized how much she 
was enjoying it, she 
decided she would like 
to turn a passion and 
hobby others into a busi- 

Yes, she’s a beer- 
drinker, she admits—has 
been since before she 
should have been drink¬ 
ing it—and has found 
some of her efforts at 
home to be successful, 

The young mother 
had to put her plans on 
hold for a while, but last 
year, she decided to 
begin planning in ear¬ 
nest, and went looking 
for a location on Queen 
St. from which to start 
her own micro-brewery. 

She didn’t find any 
suitable properties for 
sale, so she began cold¬ 
calling, and, she says, “it 
was just a matter of good 
timing.’’ 

The owner of 7 Queen 
St., right next door to the 
historic Niagara 
Apothecary, wasn’t 
intending to sell, but he 
listened to what she had 
to say, and as a result 
Ridesic has an offer to 
purchase the property 
based on rezoning to 
allow a micro-brewery. 

This week, she was 


able "to check another 
box” on her long list of 
things to do to fulfill her 
dream, with the approval 
from the Town's plan¬ 
ning committee to add a 
micro-brewery to the 
possible uses of the 
Queen St. retail space. 

It’s a small store, but 
that suits her needs. 

In order to sell beer, 
she has to make it on the 
premises, and she wants 
to begin small. Tiny, in 
fact, she told councillors 
Monday, as she indicat¬ 
ed a tank size that would 
be about waist-high. 

Her plan is to produce 
just enough on-site for 
tastings and retail sales. 

What she will lack in 
quantity she hopes to 
make up for in quality. 

“My intent was always 
for production to be 
small,” she says, while 
producing something 
much more flavourful 
and diverse than the big 
breweries. 

"I want to make what 
I consider to be more 
interesting, more cre¬ 
ative beers, beers full of 
character.” 

And Niagara-on-the- 
Lake, specifically Queen 
St., is the place to do that, 
she said. 

“We have a sheltered 
beer scene here. It’s 
come a long way since I 
first started thinking 
about doing this, which 
is great. But until recent¬ 
ly we haven’t had a good 
craft beer scene.” 


Locating on Queen 
St. will help attract tour¬ 
ists, she says, and with 
the other micro-brew¬ 
eries in town, will put 
NOTL on the map as the 
place to visit for craft 
beer as well as wine. 

Despite her home¬ 
brewing experience, she 
plans to hire a profes¬ 
sional brew-master, but 
that is a ways down the 
road, she says. 

The building she 
hopes to purchase has a 
tenant with a lease that 
could take her to 2015 
before she gets into the 

When she does, she 
is passionate about pre¬ 
serving the history of 
the building, which was 
built around the late 
1880s. 

Even the name she 
has chosen—The 
Exchange Brewery—is 
out of respect for its his¬ 
tory, which included a 
stint as a telephone 
exchange from the turn 
of the century through 
to the 1950s. 

Town planning staff 
and the planning com¬ 
mittee are supporting 
her rezoning require¬ 
ments, and council will 
have the opportunity to 
approve her application 
Monday. 

“It’s been a long pro¬ 
cess, and I’m not there 
yet. It will be a while but 
eventually we will have 
a micro-brewery on 
Queen St."

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Town to resurface tennis courts

The Town has plans to 
resurface the Rye Heritage 
tennis courts by the of the 
summer. 

The courts in St. Davids 
Lions Park and the 
Garrison Village Green 
also need resurfacing, a 
parks and recreation 
report says, but will have 


to wait until future years. 

Clive Buist, the direc¬ 
tor of parks and recre¬ 
ation, is asking council 
for approval to spend 
almost $70,000 on the Rye 
Heritage courts, in the 
most need of repair of the 
three locations, and to 
put money away in future 
budgets for work at the 
other two courts. 

The parks and recre¬ 
ation committee approved 
the request Monday, 
which will go to council 


next week. 

The 2013 parks and 
recreation capital budget 
has $70,000 budgeted to 
cover all three courts 
being topped with 
asphalt, but a closer look 
indicated drainage issues 
at Rye Heritage and 
Garrison Village, and 
problems with tree roots 
at the St. Davids Lions 
Park. 

Accordingly Buist is 
recommending all three 
sites have asphalt 


removed and replaced, 
and new fencing around 
an enlarged surface area 
to improve maintenance 
and increase the life of 
the courts by another 30 

The courts at Memorial 
Park also need to be 
resurfaced, and will be 
expanded as well, with 
funds already budgeted 
and with the hope of good 
news in the way of a 
Trillium grant to help pay 
for the work.
